Over the nation, pits operated 
by steel companies and the giant 
Pittsburgh (Consolidation Coal 
Co., the largest commercial coal 
producer in the nation, were the 
principal targets as they were last 
week when 69,000 miners walked 
out in seven states. 

A@abama operators said 5500 
men were idle in that state. Ohio 
counted 4000 staying at home and 
Kentucky listed a total of 5000. 

5000 Out in West Virginia. 

In West Virginia, the No. 1 soft 
coal producing state, 5000 more 
were not “willing to work.” Most 
of the idleness was in the north- 
ern fields. In southern West Vir- 
ginia, full scale production was 
reported. 

In Utah, Illinois and Indiana, 
all mines were working with nor- 
mal shifts. 

Coal production was practically 
in full swing in southwest Vir- 
ginia, with only 340 diggers idle 
out of the area’s 15; miners 
choosing not to work. 

There was no more official ex- 
planation for this week’s walkouts 
than there was for last week's. 
Lewis, as president of the United 
Mine Workers, had suggested last 
week that the striking miners re- 
turn to the pits today. 

Lewis Saying Nothing. 

Lewis himself had nothing to 
sayz He was in Springfield, Il., 
where he attended his mother’s 
funeral Saturday. Questioned 
concerning the strike, he said: “I 
wouldn’t have any statement to 
make today. Thank you.” 

Meanwhile, in Washington Sen- 
-ator Hill (Dem.), Alabama, urged 
‘President Truman to name a fact- 
finding board immediately to 
make clear whether the three-day 
mine week has caused a national 
coal shortage. Hill said he wanted 
it understood he is not asking for 
appointment of such a board un- 
der provisions of the Taft-Hartley 

Act. 

- “This board could be set up by 
the President on his own author- 
ity, just as he did in the recent 
steel dispute and as the old War 
Labor Board used to do,” Hill 
told a reporter. “There is plenty 
of precedent for it.” 

Miners Are W 

Some of the 11, western 
Pennsylvania diggers who came 
to work were warned roving pick- 
ets would come around and pull 
them out again. 

United States Steel said all its 
captive mines in Pennsylvania, 
employing about 11,000 men, are 
closed. : 

Pittsburgh Consolidation’s large 
mine at nearby Library, Pa., was 
among the first to reopen. Other 
Pittsburgh Consolidation pits are 
down. Three mines of the Weir- 
ton county, Pa., are out of pro- 
duction. 

In West Virginia pickets 
stopped: operations at five mines 
which sought to reopen when 
sufficient miners answered the 
come-to-work whistles. 

A handful of steel companies 
own most of the Pennsylvania 
mines which failed to reopen, 
aside from those of Pittsburgh 
Consolidation. Affected steel 
companies are Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Corp., Republic Steel Corp., 
Wheeling Steel and Republic 
Steel. Almost all the steel-owned 
(captive) mines are located in the 
Greene and Fayette county area 
of Pennsylvania. 

Miners Want Showdown. 

Paul Terreta, president of the 
UMW local at Isabella mine of 
Weirton Steel said of his 850 
members: “they are disgusted 
with the present situation and 
want a five-day week. They want 
the situation to come to a head. 
That's the only reason they voted 
to stay out.” 

Another miner chimed in with:

COLD FRONT HITS 
CITY; 46- DEGREE 
DROP IN 12 HOURS 


St. Louisans made a quick 
change from shirtsleeves to over- 
coats yesterday as a cold front 
from the northwest dropped the 
temperature from a balmy 67 de- 


grees at noon to a chill 21 at mid- 
night—a drop of 46 degrees in 
12 hours. The low this morning 
was 18 at 4 a.m. . 

The cold front was heralded by 
some rain and strong shifting 
winds that reached 40 miles an 
hour in gusts, Meteorologist Harry 
F. Wahlgren reported. At noon 
yesterday, the temperature was 
within two degrees of equaling 
the highest on record for Jan. 15. 
In the next four hours the tem- 
perature fell 26 degrees. 

Wahlgren expects the tempera- 
ture to drop tonight to the low 
20s, with a prospect of rain or 
snow tomorrow night. 

Light smoke was recorded this 
morning reducing visibility to 
about a mile between 10 and 11 
a.m., Wahlgren said. The wind 
was blowing four miles per hour 
from the northwest. 

With an -average temperature 
of 39.2, the month has been about 
8.2 degrees above’ normal, Wahl- 
gren said. It also may become 
one of the wettest. With a total 
rainfall to date of 7.23 inches, the 
month has to produce only 1.31 
more inches,to break the record 
set in 1916, he said.

Checks Mailed in Order 
of Last Three Digits of 
Serial Number With 
‘000’ First. 


St. Louis World War II veter- 
ans whose serial numbers ended 
with the figures 000 to 009, were 
keeping a close watch on the mail- 
box today as postmen began de- 
livering the first of the $2,800,- 
000,000 insurance refund checks 
sent out by the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration and Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

One of the first here to re- 
ceive a check was Robert J. Ma- 
loney, a Navy veteran living at 
6258 Enright avenue, University 
City. His serial number was 3,- 
389,001. On a $10,000 policy car-’ 
ried for four years, his refund 
was $253. 3 

The Treasury Department, anx- 
ious to avoid any charges of dis- 
crimination, was mailing out 


} 16,000,000 checks in order of the 


last three digits of the serial 
number. This means that veterans 
“with a service number ending in 
999 will have to wait until June 
for their refunds. 

The checks vary in size from 90 
cents to $528, averaging about $125 
each. Premiums paid on national 
service life insurance were far in 
excess of the amaynt needed to 
meet claims and the refunds are 


of cash collected. 

The close watch on the mailbox 
by veterans was indorsed by Post- 
master General Donaldson, who 
warned that forgers may attempt 
to steal checks from house letter 
boxes. Persons cashing «checks 
were urged to require positive 
identification. 


ALLCONCENTRATION 
CAMPS IN EAST REICH 
TO GO, RUSSIA SAYS 


BERLIN, Jan. 16 (AP) — Gen. 
Vassily Chuikov, chief of the Sov- 
iet Control Commission in Ger- 
many, notified East German au- 
thorities tonight that all concen- 
tration camps in the east zone 
will be liquidated immediately. 

Estimates of the number of per- 
sons held in ‘the concentration 
camps in the Soviet zone have 
run as high>-as\ 35,000. 

The Soviet move could be tied 
in with the Communists’ new of- 
fensive aimed at wooing Western 
Germans and solidifying the Red 
following in the East zone under 
the banner of “German. unity.” 
Germans on the fence might be 
influenced favorably by a camp 
liberation program. Such a pro- 
gram had been expected. ' 

However, West Berliners say 
many in the concentration camps 
will be transferred automatically 
to forced labor camps in Russia. 

The biggest concentration 
camps in the. East zone are Sachs- 
senhausen and Buchenwald, both

The major conclusion he drew 
from the statistics was that “the 
longer a city has been decon- 
trolled, the more general the rent 
rise.” 

This, he said, “would seem to 
belie the contention of opponents 
of rent control that when a city 
is decontrolled prematurely rents 
will rise at first, then level off 
and even drop.” 7 

Reason for Delay. 

Woods added: ‘“‘At least one ex- 
planation why the full effect of 
rent decontrol is not felt during 
the first few months of decontrol 
is the fact that a favorite device 
used in persuading a city govern- 
ment. to pass a decontrol resolu- 
tion is to present a pledge from 
landlords not to increase rents un- 
reasonably when the lid is taken 
off.” 

His figures, collected by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, were 
for Knoxville, Tenn.; Dallas, Tex.; 
Salt Lake City; Jacksonville, Fla.; 
Topeka, Kan., and Houston,. Tex. 
The cities were decontrolled in 
that order—except that controls 
in Salt Lake City and Jacksonville 
were lifted the same day. 

The statistics do not show an 
over-all percentage’ increase per 
city, but are broken down first to 


tie show the per cent of dwellings 


where rents were increased. The 
amount of the average rise is 
shown as a percentage of that fig- 


ure. 

Thus, in Dallas, 67 per cent of 
the rental units “free to rise” 
showed boosts, and the average in- 
crease for those units which rose 
was $13.66, or 35.4 per cent. Units 
“free to rise,” Woods said, are 
those not under lease and not de- 
controlled previously. 

Boosts in Other Cities. 

The statistics for the other 
Houston—31 per cent 
showed increases averaging $12.65, 
or 41.3 per cent; Topeka—40 per 
cent, $9.05 or 30.3 per cent; Knox- 
ville—61 per cent, $6.88 or 26.8 
per cent; Salt Lake City—46 per 
cent, $6.48 or 16.2 per cent; Jack- 
sonville—56 per cent, $6.61 or. 26.2 
per cent. 

Woods noted that for all six 
cities the survey showed the high- 
est increases in the rent bracket 
below $30, the lowest in rentals 
above $60.. He said that in Salt 
Lake City, where those units 
whose rents were boosted showed 
an average 16.2 per cent rise, 
the landlords had promised be- 
fore decontrol not to increase 
rents more than 10 per. cent.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP)— 
The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation has 170 telephones in the 
United States and its possessions 
tapped in connection with inter- 
nal security investigations, Direc- 
tor J. Edgar Hoover of the FBI 
said last night. 

Hoover said in a special state- 
ment this fact contradicts “the 
hysterical utterance of those who 
would have us believe that wire- 
tapping by the FBI is unrestricted 
and is utilized on a wholesale 
basis.” 

“Modern techniques must’ be 
used in dealing with treason, es- 
pionage, sabotage and the kidnap- 
ing of little children,” Hoover 


added. 

f Replies to Criticism. 

His comments formed part of a 
running commentary which the 
Department of Justice has been 
conducting with its critics over 
the use of wire-tapping in ob- 
taining evidence. 

J. Lawrence Fly, former chair- 
man of the Federal *Communica- 
tions Commission, is among those 
who have been most outspoken 
against the practice.

SONOMA, Calif., Jan. 16 (AP)

Explains Policy. 

Every time the idea of listening 
in' with a telephone wire-tap is 
under consideration, he said, “the 
facts and recommendations are 
presented to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, who must authorize the use 
of the tap before such a tech- 
nique is utilized.” 

Hoover added that the continu- 
ing policy is to authorize wire- 
tapping in espionage, sabotage 
and kidnaping cases when the 
Attorney General deems that the 
circumstances warrant it. 

Although he made no mention 
by name of any critics, the FBI 
director. declared: . 

“In recent weeks there has been 
an increased circulation of inac- 
curate information and half 
truths on wire-tapping. 

“Statements have been made 
which are so untrue and legally 
unsound that I am forced to ton- 
clude that they were motivated 
for the purpose of conftising the 
public. ... 

“T dare say that the most vio- 
lent critic of the FBI would urge 
the use of wire-tapping techniques 
if his child were kidnaped and 
held in custody. *Certainly there 
is as great a need to ut this 
technique to protect our country 
from those who would enslave us 
and are engaged in treason, es- 
pionage and subversion and who 
if successful would destroy our 
institutions and democracy.” 

Hoover’s statement was given 
or to a House appropria- 
tions subcommittee last Friday. 
Last week, Representative Rankin 
(Dem.), Mississippi, reported that 
several Congress members had 
reported their wires were being 
tapped, but Rankin said he did 
not think the FBI was doing it.

Janitor, Caught in Theft, 
Shoots One Inspector, 
Beats Second, Falls 
Dead at Robinson, Ill. 


ROBINSON, Ill, Jan. 16 (UP) 
— A veteran postal inspector, 
James A. Thompson, was near 
death today from five bullet 
wounds inflicted by a 55-year-old 
janitor who was caught ransack- 
ing mail in the post office here. 

The janitor, Harry Taylor, ap- 
parently died of a heart attack 
after shooting _Thompson and 
severely beating a second postal 
inspector, J. J. Shear, 34. 

From his hospital bed, Shear 
said he and Thompson caught the 
janitor in the act of robbing the 
mails. The twoeinspectors planted 
a test letter at the post office, 
then concealed themselves until 
they saw Taylor take the letter, 
according to Shear. Authorities 
knew for some time that mail 
was being looted here. 

Described as ‘Quiet.’ 

Taylor, a janitor at the post of- 
fice for 10 years, was described 
by local authorities as a “Quiet” 


man.

A strike of 50,000 employes of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
was postponed today at the re- 
quest of national officers of the 
telephone workers’ unions “until 
such time as it may best serve all 
employes in the Bell System.” 
The announcement followed a 
meeting here of national and di- 
vision officers of the union. 

Frank P, Lonergan, vice presi- 
dent of Division 20, CIO Com- 
munications Workers of America, 
told reporters that Southwestern 
Bell employes would tie in their 
activities with the national union 
and participate in a nation-wide 
strike against the Bell system, if 
a national walkout is called. 
Strike directors were instructed 
to keep their organizations pre- 
pared “for immediate action, 
which may come at any time and 
on short notice.” 

A directive to unit leaders 
in the Division 20  six-state 
area said: “The negotiating 
committee, at the request of in- 
ternational officers, has deter- 
mined to withhold a strike call 
until such time as it may best 
serve all employes in the Bell sys- 
tem. This decision permits us ‘to 
act together with several hund- 
red thousand workers 
throughout the nation with full 
CIO support all over the country.” 
directive concluded with in- 
structions to keep strike organiza- 
tions alive, 

Conference of Officers. 

Division 20 officers last night 
postponed immediate action in 
the six states, Missouri,’ Texas, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Kansas and 
part of Illinois, at the request of 
international officers pending the 
conference today.

250 Abandoned Automobiles Still Floating 
on Frozen Crust of Lake Winnebago 
Wisconsin. 


OSHKOSH, Wis., Jan. 16 (AP) 
—More than 250 abandoned au- 
tomobiles are afloat on the frozen 


crust of Lake WinneDago today. 
A strong west wind ripped the 
giant ice sheet loose from shore 
Sunday and blew it out into the 
lake while thousands of persons 
were ice fishing. Officials be- 
lieved all reached shore safely. 

Nearly 1000 fishermen, were 
brought to safety by boat. Almost 
200 others automobiles were 
driven to shore shortly after the 
break-up began. Some drove off 
by way of Blackbird Island near 
Neenah and others at Fond du 
Lac on the south end of the lake. 
But eventually, even these es- 
cape routes were cut off and 
pilots reported the surface of the 
30-mile-long inland lake was “an 
island of ice.” Stranded autos 
will have to remain on the floe 
until it is blown back to shore 
or until the gap of water freezes. 
Deputy Sheriff Marshall Mus- 
cavitch said the break came sud- 
denly, and the opening stretched 
to 100 feet in 10 minutes at some 


points.

ON STATE BONUS 


ve Proposal Would Pay Up 


to $500 at Rate of $15 
a Month for Overseas 
Service 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 16 
(AP)—The Veterans. of Foreign 
Wars, one of the largest organi- 
aztions in Missouri, decided at 
its state convention yesterday to 
circulate an initiative referendum 
seeking enough signatures to put 
a serviceman’s Donus proposal on 
the Missouri general election bal- 
lot next November. It would take 
at least 55,000 names. 

Gene Wilder of Ste. Genevieve, 
state commander of the V.F.W., 
told the convention here the or- 
ganization could get at least 250,- 
000 signatures for such a proposi- 
tion benefitting World War II 
service men. The proposal would: 

Pay overseas veterans up to 
$500 total at the rate of $15 a 
month actual service. 

Veterans who served within 
the continental United States 
would get up to $400 at the rate 
of $10 a month. 

Survivors of any veterans or 
those veterans who are partly 
or permanently disabled by war 
service, or those who were pris- 
oner of war, would get the 
maximum for the type of serv- 
ice (overseas or domestic) taey 
experienced regardless of time 
served. 

Several bonus proposal have 
failed in the past. The V.F.W. 
version is based on a bill which 
passed the House of Representa- 
tives in the recently adjourned 
legislature, but died in the 
Senate. Generally it would fi- 
nance the bonus with these new 
or added taxes: 

(1) A one-cent state tax on 
each package of cigarettes (the 
V.F.W. figures that 5,500,000 
packages of cigarettes will be 
sold each year in Missouri and 
the one-cent tax would produce 
approximately one-third of the 
money necessary to pay a 
bonus.) 

(2) Double the tax on alco- 
holic liquors (the V.F.W. said 
some $3,550,000 was collected 
by the state in that bracket 
last year and as much more 
could be collected for a bonus 
by doubling the tax). 

(3) Increase the tax on beer 
sold at retail. 

(4) Charge juke boxes and 
amusement machines at the rate 
of $5 a year. 

. (5) Also increase the taxes 
on corporations grossing less

‘Firsts’ in Rise 


to 5-Star General 


- Expanded Air Force to 70,000 Planes, 2,200,- 
000 Men in 1945 — Ripped the Axis 
With Raids — Set Altitude Record. 


SONOMA, Calif., Jan. 16 (AP). 


--Henry Harley Arnold became 
a flyer in 1911 when he was just 
four years out of West Point, es- 
tablished many “firsts” in mili- 
tary aviation and as head of the 
nation’s sky army in World War 
II directed smashing bombing at- 
tacks that ripped the Axis from 
Berlin to Tokyo. He had a rating 
of command pilot and combat ob- 
server himself. 

When he became chief of the 
Army-Air Corps in 1938 he un- 
dertook to expand it to 15,000 
planes and 96,000 men; by 1945 
there were more than 70,000 
planes and the number of officers 
and men approximated 2,200,000. 


Planes under his command car- 


ried America’s aerial offensive 
around the world. 

He considered it “one of the 
ironies of history” that the air 
war which Germany started 
should swing back with punishing 
force against the men who 
planned it. ,“It is on them, on 
their airdromes, their factories 
and their cities that the roof is 
faHing,” he said in an address in 
1944, “and it will continue to fall 
until they can fight no longer.” 

His aim was to “get the war 
over with and in our peace terms 
insure that neither we nor our 
children nor their children will 
ever be inflicted with another 
one.” Then in the postwar world, 
he wanted America “kept first in 
the air.” 


Five-Star General. 

“Everything possible should be 
done,” he said, “to build up a 
healthy, progressive aircraft in- 
dustry—one that will keep our 
‘aviation development second to 
none. Inevitable destruction faces 
nations that do not have adequate 
air power.” 


When in 1943 he became the 


first airman to receive the four 
stars of a full general, the War 
Department observed: 

“The growth of the Air Forces 
» « . the responsibilities of Gen. 
Arnold for the maintenance of 
our Air Forces fighting in many 
theaters and his position as a 
member of the United States 
Joint Chiefs of Staff made Gen. 
Arnold’s promotion necessary 
from a command standpoint and 
also as a recognition of outstand- 
ing accomplishment.” 

Then a year and a half later he 
was one of the four Army men 
raised to the new five-star rank 
of General of the Army. 

Arnold became one of the 
Army’s first flyers in 1911 when 
he was assigned to Dayton, O., to 
learn flying from the Wright 
brothers. The next year he won 
the first Mackay Trophy to be 
awarded. That was for a recon- 

naissance flight of 30 miles from 
College Park, Md., over a tri- 
angular course to Washington 
Barracks, D. C., Fort Myer, Va., 
and return to College Park, af 
astounding feat for that time. Se 
‘piloted an early type of Wright 
iplane. 
Sets Altitude Record. 

That same year he became the 
first military aviator to make use 
of radio to report his observa- 
tions. At that ‘time he was at Fort 
Riley, Kan., as an aerial observer 
of field artillery firing. 

On June 1, 1912, he established 
a new altitude record for mili- 
tary aircraft when he piloted a 
fully loaded military plane to a 
height of 6540 feet. In the fol- 
lowing two months he partici- 

ated in the regular Army and 

ational Guard maneuvers in 
New York and Connecticut and 
established several other aeronau- 
tical records. 

When military men wondered, 
fin the days of aviation’s infancy, 
if Army planes could fly the 
mail, the young flyer was dis- 
patched to Long Island to fly five 
miles overland to Hempstead, 
where he plopped a mail bag 
‘ down into a little square in front 
of the post office—a neat trick 
then as well as now. 

Flying had always intrigued 
him. According to legend, he 
made his first non-stop flight as 
a boy from the hayloft of a barn 
to the ground in his mother’s 
Sundsy-best parasol. In his first 
year at Dayton, when planes were 
of the primitive box-kite variety, 
Arnold made 140 flights; the next

Medal was presented to him “for

Forces.” 


At Historic Conferences.

Early in 1943 Gen. Ar- 
nold made a 35,000-mile tour of 
‘inspection in North Africa, the

_ Subsequently he was. at. Cairo 
for their conferences with: Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek; at

| Stalin, Roosevelt and Churchill 
held the first “Big Three” parley, 
and at Quebec for meetings’ be- 
tween the President and Prime 
Minister to discuss strategy in 
the Pacific. 

Born June 25, 1886, at Glad- 
wyne, Pa., Gen. Arnold was 
graduated from the United States 
Military Academy in 1907. It was 
at the academy that his perma- 
nent grin won for him the nick- 
name of “Happy,” later shortened 
to “Hap.” He remained imper- 
turbable and friendly, though he 
could be stern when the occasion 
demanded. Six feet tall, Gen. 
Arnold weighed around 185, and 
middle life found him still erect. 

Tribute to Experimenters. 
Immediately on _ graduation 


from West Point, Arnold was as- 
signed to the Twenty-ninth Infan- 
try and sent to the Philippines. 
When aviation began to engage 
the serious attention of the mili- 
tary leaders they decided to select 
some Army youngsters to learn 
flying from the Wright brothers 
in order to test the value of the 
airplane in warfare. Gen. Arnold, 
then stationed at Governors 
Island, N.Y., was the fourth 
chosen for this pioneering ex- 
periment. 
Years later when the Institute 
of the Aeronautical Sciences 
awarded him an honorary fellow- 
ship, Gen. Arnold sent a message 
paying tribute to the “theorists 
and experimenters” who “gave us 
the airplanes with which we have 
made the greatest air force the 
world has even seen.” 
“In the Army Air Forces, we 
do not forget,” he said. “In every 
flight, and particularly in every 
fight, we read large our debt to 
those aeronautical engineers who 
have seen to it that we are better 
than our enemies, not merely 
man for man, but plane for plane. 
This is the margin of victory. 
Without it, training, valor, any 
number of aircraft, could hardly 
give us the supremacy we must 
have.” 
Writes Aviation Books. 

Among many honors conferred 
on Gen. Arnold were the Gold 
Medal of Achievement for 1943 
by the Poor Richard Club of 
America for his accomplishment 
in the organization and develop- 
ment of the Air Forces; the Col- 
lier Trophy in 1943 for “his out-

| Joe Burda, 30 years old, was 
brought to the surface yesterday 
after being trapepd 40 hours on 
a sloping shaft 55 feet beneath 
the surface. 

Farther down the same slope 
behind tons of rock and debris is 
his brother, Eddie, 25. Rescuers, 
despite their feverish efforts, held 
little hope that he was still alive. 

By early today the rescue crews 
had reached a point 25 feet from 
where they believe Eddie is 
trapped. 

Brothers Working in Shaft: 

The two Burdas and a third 
brother, Casmir, 32, were working 
on the slope when a rock slide 
partly filled the shaft on Friday. 
Casmir, near the entrance, was 
able to reach safety by jumping 
out of his boots. 

Joe, however, looked back and 
saw that Eddie was trapped. 
Rushing to help his brother with 
timbers, Joe himself was trapped 


| by another rock fall. 


From his bed in the state hos- 
pital at nearby Ashland, Joe told 
his story after his rescue yester- 
day. 

When he realized he was en- 
}tombed, he said “I just sat and 
thought and prayed.” 

Then he made a further effort 
to reach Eddie, later trying to 
blast his way out of the. shaft 
with dynamite. 

Has to Stop Shooting. 

“I had to stop shooting,” he 
said, “I was afraid for the folks 
above—and I was afraid I'd start 
another fall.” 

Those dynamite blasts were 
heard on the surface and spurred 
the rescue work. 

The diggers sank a three-foot 
shaft at a 60-degree angle down 
to the rock-filled slope, working 
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painstakingly to prevent any fur- 
ther falls. 

Finally, a half-inch pipe was 
driven through to Joe and he was 
fed milk, eggs and some whisky 
through the tube. Gradually, the 
shaft was enlarged and about 
dawn yesterday Joe was pulled 
to safety. 

Once -on, the surface again, he 
gulped in the fresh air. 

“It’s wonderful.” 

The resucers believe Eddie may 
be about 70 feet farther down the 
slope, a total of 120 feet beneath 
the shaft entrance. 

More Slides Possible. 

The rescue teams, working in 
three-hour shifts of eight or nine 
men each, expressed grave con- 
cern over the possibility of fur- 
ther rock slides. 

Working by electric and car- 
bide lamps, they were able to dig 
only a foot an hour in the 4-by-5- 
foot shaft they drove alongside 
the collapsed mine shaft. While 
one man picked at the anthracite, 
a second man shoveled the coal 
into buckets and four other crew 
members formed a uman chain 
to pass the buckets out. Early 
today, however, air-compressor 
machinery was put in operation 
to chip the coal. 

Joe’s wife was not at the shaft 
entrance when he was brought to 
the surface, having en unable 
to stand the long vigil. She later 
went to the hospital to be with 
her husband. -° 

Joe was not told immediately 
that his father is seriously ill at 
home with an attack of asthma 
brought on by the family tragedy.

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To Protect the Taxpayer 
If every tax legally owed the Govern- 
ment were collected, I believe the 
budget could be balanced without re- 
sorting to any tax increases.

Whether Representative Forand is right in 
saying that the detection of tax-dodgers alone 
could balance the federal budget depends more 
or less on guesswork. Some have estimated the 
possible additional revenue from this source as 
high as five billion dollars a year—just about 
the amount of the deficit. President Truman and 
Secretary Snyder use the more modest figure of 
a billion or a billion and a half. 

Incidentally, there probably are more indi- 
viduals who are willing to take a chance on 
cheating the local or the state tax collectors 
than are willing to run the risk of trouble with 
the federals. So this is not a problem for 
Washington alone. The leak is big enough to 
be well worth stopping on every level. 

In his budget message, Mr. Truman request- 
ed an additional $23,000,000 to hire 3000 more 
internal revenue enforcement agents. It would 
be strange economy if Congress were to dis- 
allow this item. But Congress should also give 
thought to the ‘tax leaks which these agents 
cannot plug. These are the dodges which wear 
the gown of the law. 

Most of these abuse legitimate exemptions 
permitted for religious, educational or charitable 
purposes. Many of them take the form of trust 
funds ostensibly set up for these purposes. Firms 
or individuals give money or property to such 
trusts, and that takes it off the tax books. 
The trouble is that in altogether too many 
cases none or little of the money .is used for 
benefactions. Officers of the donor corporation 
or members of the individual donor’s family are 
put in charge of the trusts. The property may 
continue to be used for its original purpose in 
return for a nominal fee. And various blue-sky 
financial devices have been used to allow the 
donor to use other assets of his trust. Senator 
Tobey has shed considerable light on such flim- 
flam operations. .President Harold Stassen of 
the University of Pennsylvania only the other 
day scored educational institutions which lend 
themselves to dodges of this sort. A broader 
investigation and a tightening of the laws is in 
order. 

On the local level, Milwaukee.-and other 
cities are beginning to be concerned about the 
amount of property within their limits which 
is tax exempt. At a time when mayors and 
aldermen are finding it more and more diffi- 
cult to meet municipal expenses, such situa- 
tions certainly will bear re-examination. It is 
obviously unfair to load heavier and heavier 
tax burdens on some eitizens and business firms 
while others carry no part of the load -at all. 

Most? of the exemptions probably represent 
more or less hidden subsidies to churches, 
schools, colleges, hospitals, orphanages and the 
like. Many of these institutions are hard pressed. 
If aid should be denied them in this form, it 
would have to be provided in some other form. 
The community cannot afford to lose their so- 
cial services. But, it is unfortunately true that 
thesé exemptions have become the cloak for a 
not very genteel racket. 

One Eastern school, for example, has sent 
“salesmen” around the country offering busi- 
ness men a'‘chance to lighten their tax burden. 
Speaking at the convention of the Association of 
American Colleges, Mr. Stassen protested 
against the abuse of educational tax-exemptions 
as unfair competition with business enterprises 
which pay their legitimate taxes. 

It is because of abuses such as these that all 
governments, federal, state and local, shoula 
make a thorough study of tax exemptions. They 
should find out what exemptions are costing 
them. And they should find out how many of 
them are worth it. ey

Missouri's Sixty-fifth General Assembly has 
finally adjourned, after voting to do so a month 
ago, and a summary of its record becomes very 
simple. Aside from leaving the State with a 
record budget of $600,000,000 for two years, the 
Legislature did very little, and spent 100 days 
doing it. 

What was not done reads like an agenda of 
important business. The legislation allowed to 
die included bills to give Missouri an effective 
drivers’ license, to create a state division of fire 
safety, to fix fair small loans rates, to re-enact 
a needed use tax on autos bought outside Mis- 
souri and to extend the St. Louis earnings tax. 

Certainly this was the session for passage of 
a measure admitting Negroes to the State Uni- 
versity and colleges. The House passed the 
measure by 100 votes to 8. Yet the bill died in 
the Senate.

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Streamlinéd Snail 


Railroad safety appliances were installed at a 
less laggardly pace last year than the year be- 
fore, examination of the ICC report shows. It 
was still a snail’s-pace, though—merely a little 
faster snail. Though some railroads are doing 
well about making their operations modern and 
safe, American railroads as a whole will have to 
do much better than they have done in the past 
to meet the ICC’s orders handed down in 1947. 

On track over which trains operate at high 
speed, the ICC ordered two classes of safety 
equipment installed. 5 


1, Block signal systems on track used for 
speeds of 60 miles an hour. 

2. Automatic train stop, automatic train 
control or cab signals, in addition to block 
signal, on track used for speeds of 80 miles. 


The railroads were given the alternative of 
reducing their speeds in line with their present 
equipment unless they installed this new equip- 
ment. These orders were to be completely car- 
ried out by the end of 1952. 

Last year the railroads installed block signals 
on 1195 miles of track. At that rate it would 
take at least twice as long as the ICC has al- 
lowed to complete the job. 

Train’ stop, train control or cab signal was 
installed on 144 miles of track. This was bet- 
ter than the 21 miles of the preceding year, but 
still at a rate which would take more than 100 
years to do what was ordered done in five. 

Automatic train. control has been available 
since 1922, and has been needed all that time, 
for the sake of passengers’ safety. The ICC will 
have to do more effective prodding than it has 
done so far if its orders are not to be frustrated 
by slow-motion compliance. 
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Arithmetic for the Tidy 


Few problems have been worrying us more 
than the question of whether Harry Truman is 
the thirty-third or only the thirty-second Presi- 
dent of the United States. Finally the suspense, 
the years of agony and worry, are ended. 

On the word of no less an authority than the 
editors of the Congressional Record, President 
Truman has been declared the thirty-third, even 
though he and the rest of us non-experts can 
count only 32 men who have held the office. 
Our congratulations, and also our premonitions 
that this is going to make haters of the memory 
of Grover Cleveland pretty mad. In his day, we 
remember anxiously, Cleveland had some dex- 
terous and determined haters. 

The issue which the Congressional Record 
hopes it has settled is whether Cleveland was 
oniy the twenty-second President or whether he 
was the twenty-second and the twenty-fourth 
President. This was a vital problem because of 
doubts in certain numbering ¢ircles as to how 
to make a neat, orderly list of Presidents. The 
number 22 would have come after 23 in the list, 
an obviously untidy situation, if Cleveland were 
given officially only one number. — 

To gratify the hearts of the statistical stickl- 
ers, the misplaced-number abhorrefs, the Con- 
gressional Record has decided to make Cleve- 
land two Presidents, whereas everybody else 
who held the office, for no matter how long, 
was only one President. Whether this makes 
Cleveland twice as good as the others, we de- 
cline to say. Some of his haters, and his 
equally ardent lovers, may still be lying in wait, 
eager to do battle with the unwary.

Appraisals of the late Justices Frank Murphy and Wiley Rutledge 
show they were men of extraordinary stature who put human rights 
above legalisms; Murphy was a skillful writer in defense of democ- 
racy, and Rutledge was boldly in the great American tradition. 


From the Harvard Law Review

Mr. Justice Murphy’s attention was 
always on the basic problem which he con- 
sidered was involved in a particular case. 
He was deeply religious and believed with 
Thomas Aquinas that God had endowed men 
with reason so that they could make their 
temporal law (as distinguished from divine 
law) conform to natural right. A prece- 
dent which violated natural right, or as 
Justice Murphy sometimes said, “public in- 
terest,” was not for him a valid precedent. 

Justice Murphy first came to public 
notice when, as trial judge, he sat in a 

case where Negro 
defendants in De- 
troit had been in- 
dicted for murder. 
It ‘was at a time 
when racial tensions 
were high in that 
city. 

The Negroes be- 
longed to a group 
which had estab- 
lished homes in a 
neighborhood pre- 
viously reserved for 
whites. A mob gath- 

ered near the Negro 
property. The Ne- 

HnEn Melee groes became fright- 
ened and fired. Some white men were 
killed. The Negroes were tried for murder 
in a case where the reputation of the prose- 
cutor was at stake and public feeling in 
Detroit was behind him. 

In this difficult situation Murphy pre- 
sided in such a way that he gained ‘wide 
reputation as a judge who had both a 
sense of natural j and the courage 
to apply it in the face of public clamor. 
The Negroes were acquitted. 

The reputation Murphy gained at this 
trial cofitributed in large part to his elec- 
tion as Mayor of Detroit. He took office 
just when the nation was slipping into the 
trough of its greatest depression. 

» Murphy determined that no one in De- 
troit should starve because of lack of em- 
ployment. He put the resources of the 
City of Detroit behind a plan for relief on 
a scale hitherto unknown in American 
economic history and in a way that at the 
time was considered fantastically extrava- 
gant. A few years later when the same 
situation that had existed in Detroit had 
spread to other cities, government relief 
had become the rule rather than the ex- 
ception. | 

With Simplicity, Courage, Insight 

In connection with Justice Murphy's 
skill as a legal craftsman, I recall being 
interviewed by a layman, a writer of na- 


tional prominence, who was preparing an 
article on the Court.

Wiley Rutledge had a “consciousness 
that law exists for the sake of the interests 
that may be vindicated and protected by 
means of it.” Though he sought prece- 
dents diligently and used them with skill, 
he was greatly concerned with promoting 
justice as he understood it and believed 
it to be commonly understood. 

When nearly all judges had much the 
same social philosophy it was easy to think 
they had none, or none that counted. 
Though they used to think they operated 
mechanically, the fact. has always been 
that the “great tides and currents which 
engulf the rest of men do not turn aside 
in their course and pass the judges by.” 


What “the social needs demand” is 


‘partly a question of fact but largely a 


question of social philosophy. Judge 
Learned Hand said 
in 1931: “Judges... 
are almost inevitably 
drawn from the prop- 
ertied class and share 
its assumptions.” In 
recent years there 
have been. various 
exceptions, of whom 


Rutledge was one. 


He had the toler- 
ance of change and 
the concern for the 
most common inter- 
ests of men that are 
called liberal or dem- 
ocratic. The institu- 7 led, 
tions of citizenship, Wher Ratoved 
fair trial and free expression that protect 
those interests were close to his heart and 
high in his scale of values. 


Passion for Fair Play 


He expressed in outspoken concurring 
opinions his insistence on fundamental 
rights. He dissented from many decisions 
affirming criminal convictions that of- 
fended his sense of, due process or fair 
play. He objected to use in state courts 
of evidence obtained by unreasonable 
search and seizure, and to limitations on 
the right to counsel in state courts. 


He insisted: “Even war does not sus- 
pend the protections which are inherently 
part and parcel of our criminal process.” 
He protested against restrictions on 
habeas corpus, against rejecting the claim 
of an injured stevedore to compensation, 
and against what he considered an inroad 
on the separation of Church and State. 


His zeal for common rights extended 
even to men he greatly disliked. He dis- 
sented from a ruling he regarded as mak- 
ing “second-class citizens” of naturalized 
citizens, although the man involved was 
“a thorough-going Nazi.” In his dissent in 
a more famous case he said: 


Defender of American Fundamentals , 


“More is at stake than General Yamashi- 
ta’s fate. There could be no possible sym- 
pathy for him if he is guilty of the 
atrocities for which his death is sought. 
But: there can be and should be justice 
administered to law... . It is

Between Book Ends 


The Much Annotated Bard 


TO MEET WILL SHAKESPEARE, by Frank Ernest Hill. 
IIlustrated by Addison Burbank. (Dedd, Mead, 48! 
pgs., $4.) 

There is a story that E. K. Chambers, 
the great Elizabethan scholar, determined 
when he was a young man to write a de-, 
finitive biography of Shakespeare. The 
years of a long, full life brought forth a 
series of distinguished, now Indispensable 
works, such as “The Elizabethan Stage,” 
but no biography. Finally, however, it 
appeared, two volumes entitled “William: 
Shakespeare, a Study of Facts and Pro 
lems.” 

A biography it was, indeed, a schol» 
ar’s treasure, but not definitive. Instead; 
its great contribution was that it identi- 
fied and clearly formulated each problem 
still unsolved. It was great because it 
could safely be used as a starting point for 
further study, 


. * * 


No man has been more voluminously 
studied than Shakespeare. Each word of 
his work has been weighed and glossed. 
Each slightest surviving hint of the man~ 
himself has been elaborated and worried 
over. Every person who might conceivably 
have been associated with him has been 
subjected to the most patient investiga- 
tion. The result is that we now know a 
great deal about Shakespeare — and know 
that a great deal we thought we knew is 
false or at best uncertain. But still it is 
also true that we know less of Shakespeare 
than of almost any other great artist. Not 
only are the ascertainable facts few,\but 
the mass of scholarship is so great, and so 
inherently interesting for its own sake, 
that it constantly threatens to bury both 
the man and his plays. 

Frank Ernest Hill, best known for his 
co-authorship with Joseph Auslander of 
“The Winged Horse” and “The Winged 
Horse Anthology,” points out a third diffi- 
culty in his introduction to “To Meet Will 
Shakespeare,” the almost inescapable ten- 
dency to departmentalize Shakespeare, to 
cansider only the facts of his life, only his 
theater, only his plays, only his versifica- 
tion, or only his diction.

So he has attempted what seems at first 
glance a rather paradoxical undertaking. 
On the one hand, he has tried, with the 
aid of rather superficial fictionalizing, to 
make the whole Shakespeare, “person, 
writer, player,” seem plausibly and nor- 
mally human. On the other hand, he has 
paid particular attention to the “creative 
accomplishments.” As he says in the in- 
troduction, he has tried to write both a 
biography and a critical appreciation. 

By and large, he has succeeded, too. 
Withoyt being unscholarly, he has sue- 
ceeded in burying the scholarship and 
bringing to the reader an unencumbered. 
story of Shakespeare and his steadily de- 
veloping art. When he has had to guess, 
which is frequently, he has guessed 
frankly. When he has felt the need for 
invented narrative details, they are clearly. 
indicated. 

Yet one never feels that his Shakespeare 
is a mere fabrication. In his apprehen- 
sions, too, one never feels that he is rid- 
ing a hobby or paying idolatrous tribute. 


“The intelligent reader,” to whom “To 
Meet Will Shakespeare” is explicitly ad- 
dressed, will find this a comfortable, il- 
luminating bjography, and one that will 
encourage rereading his plays. They are, 
after all, not only the reason for all the

After they paid 
those taxes, they had $5.200,000.000 left. With ‘this vast.sum, they 
could invest in industry, buy yachts, country places or what have 
you. In 1945, the number of persons with incomes of $50,000 or 
over had increased to 42,700. But after paying their taxes, they 
had only $1,750,000,000 left. In other words, there was a 10 per 
cent increase in incomes of $50,000 up, but a decrease of 66 per 


cent in net revenue. 


“Now,” he continued, “look at the other side of the picture. 
In 1929, 658,000 people paid taxes on incomes of $5000 to $10,000. 
This was the prosperous year of two chickens in every pot. After 
taxes, they had $4,500,000,000 left—a lot of money, but at that 
considerably less thar the net income of the 39,000 over $50,000. 


In 1945, however, 1,800,000 people paid taxes 
to $10,000, and they had $10.500,000,000 left.”

However, confidence in the se-

number of stockholders in big corporations. 

Mr. Bitting cited some examples. On Dec. 31, 1947, Monsanto 
Chemical had 13,999 stockholders; a year later, this figure had 
increased to 15,168, and now exceeds, he believes, 16,000. Bethlehem 
Steel, on Dec. 31,1947, had 57,158 stockholders; a year later this 
figure was increased to 64,127. The comparable figures for Union 
Carbide and Carbon are 75,933 and 84,205. There were no stock 
splitups in this period or other conditions to distort the picture 
of wider ownership of these corporations.

THE SOCIAL REVOLUTION of the past two decades, of 
course, has had many other far-reaching effects besides the re- 
distribution of wealth. One of them is that, whereas single individ- 
uals or families used to manage, as well as own, large corporations, 
now they are run by professional managers. Mr. Bitting again 
cited Monsanto to say that the Queeny family and top officials own 
less than 5 per cent of the stock. This is comparable of many other 


companies. “So,” says Mr. Bitting, 


“what used to be private. enter- 


prise companies have become publicly-owned cdémpaniés.” 

Here is a trend that has disturbed many students of economics. | 
If the old system of owner-management is gone, with its heavy 
personal sense of responsibility, what forces will both encourage 
professional management to a high pitch of efficiency, and, at the 
same time, restrain it from misusing its trust? As to encourage- 
ment, Mr. Bitting cites bonuses, profit-sharing and other incentive 
plans adopted by many large corporations. 


AS TO RESTRAINING INFLUENCES, he feels that the mana- 
gerial revolution imposes upon the brokerage business the task of 
keeping close watch on professional management. Whenever it 
feels management is slipping, its duty is to rally stockholders’ 
movements to improve conditions. And at all times it is the duty 
of brokers to inform the public fully on the progress or decline 
of companies whose ownership is widely disseminated. To that end, 
the flow of facts about such companies is becoming increasingly 
greater and, it is to be hoped, increasingly more dependable. 


All this, indeed, is a lot to 


chew on. But it is just a brief 


glimpse into the drastic changes in the financial world that have

Allergist Describes Drug at Convention Here, 
Points Out Smaller Dosage 


A new anti-histamine chemical 
that relieves more than four of 
five hay fever sufferers with only 


scribed by doctors for older drugs 
to combat colds and allergies was 
Pdescribed today to the American 
College of Allergy convention at

Known as Chlor-Trimeton, the 
new drug was described by Dr. 
G. Everett Gaillard, White Plains 
(N.Y.) allergist, who said it held 
the common side effects of most 
anti-histamines, such as drowsi- 
ness, to 1 per cent of the 332 pa- 
tients treated. 

The. secret of Chlor-Trimeton’s 
potency is the substitution of one 
atom of chlorine for one atom of 
hydrogen in the original formula: 
for the drug known as prophen- 
pyridamine. In a two-milligram 
amount, Chlor-Trimeton is the 
anti-histamine used in Coricidin, 
the first prescription “cold-stop- 
per” that touched off the current

symptoms. 

Seasonal hay fever patients 
achieved relief with the new 
chemical in about 85 per cent 
of cases, whether the daily dose 
was two or four milligrams.

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HE other day the Rural Electrification Administration an- 
nounced that nearly 80 per cent of all farms in the country now 
have electric power. That compares with about 11 per cent in 


1935, when REA was established, and it is one of the witnesses of 
the revolution that has taken place in the past decade and a half. 
It is also one of the reasons the New Deal-Fair Deal party goes on 


winning elections. 

The argument can be made, 
of course, that this was a tech- 
nological change bound to occur 
even if there had been no inter- 
vention.

Power Companies’ Pal. 


The political link uniting the 
interests of these power users is 
the National, Rural Co-operative 
Association. While it is not a 
partisan political organization, 
the association is a potent force 
in protecting the interests of the 
971 co-operatives that work with 
the REA. A 

Just now in Oklahoma there is 
a significant example of what 
this viligance means in terms of 
politics. Senator Elmer Thomas 
of that state—most recently in 
the news for his bumbling travels 
on the cocktail circuit in Europe 
—has brought down on his head 
the anger and resentment of REA 
co-ops in Oklahoma. 

They accuse Thomas of play- 
ing the game of the big power 
companies in the Southwest. The 
reason is a questionnaire sent 
out to at least a million Okla- 
homans under Thomas’ free sena- 
torial franking privilege. Clyde 
Ellis, head of the Electric Co- 
operative Association, charges 
that the question was loaded to 
get the kind of answer on private 
vs? REA power that the private 
companies wanted. 


To Avoid Duplication. 


The fight is over hydroelectric 
power to be produced by the 
Southwestern Power Administra- 
tion financed, of course, with fed- 
eral funds. The private compan- 
ies would like to take that low- 
cost power and distribute it to 
farm and city users. The co-op 
association is demanding the right 
of REA co-operatives to build 
their own lines. 

Twenty-six REA co-ops in 
Oklahoma serve more than 80,000 
farm users. Their representatives 


are meeting in Tulsa to decide 
what steps to take to insure that 
farmers can go ahead and build 
their own power lines with money 
lent by REA. 

The likelihood in this instance 
is for a compromise. Executives 
of the Public Service Co. of Okla- 
homa have indicated that they 
would distribute power in rural 
areas at low rates where the com- 


RY pany already has existing power 
fs s)| lines, leaving the way open for 
=~ | co-ops in other areas. 
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This compromise would prob- 
ably be acceptable to Representa- 
tive A. A. (Mike) Monroney, who 
has long taken an active interest 
in the development of Southwest 
power and the REA co-ops. it 
would, Monroney has pointed out, 
avoid unnecessary duplication. It 
would be acceptable, too, to 
Speaker Sam Rayburn whose atti- 
tude toward the Southwestern 
Power Administration is that of 
a mother hen toward her favorite 
chick. 

Monroney is to be Thomas’ op- 
ponent in the Democratic primary 
in Oklahoma. He.has frequently 
been tagged by that threadbare 


and much abused label, “Liberal.” 

It seems to me more accurate 
to describe him as an independent. 
He has been for some New Deal 
legislation and he has opposed 
other proposals in accord with 
his own convictions. He is on the 
record, for example, in opposition 
to the Brannan farm plan and 
the compulsory health ‘insurance 
scheme. 


It Won’t Talk Away. 


Thomas, at 73, is likely to find 
himself in serious trouble. For 
one thing, he has made the voters 
laugh at him. They chuckled at 
his statement when he returned 
from Europe that he had spent 
$1500 of his own money to pay 
for cocktail parties and other en- 
tertainment. 

He has not been notorious fr 
his generosity and, moreover, in 
dry Oklahoma cocktail parties are 
considered pretty sinful. One 
thing Thomas will have in his 
campaign and that is unlimited 
money, part of which will in all 
probability be provided by the 
utilities. 

The farmer with elec ic light 
in his house and his cow barn is 
likely to think twice about return- 
ing Thomas to the Senate. The 
cohesion of those who have bene-‘ 
fited and continue to benefit from 
federal legislation is a powerful 
force in politics today. No amount 
of thundering denunciation will 
‘remove it.

“Studio One” in general have led Miner SRR , 
some interesting conclusions. 

“Accepting the fact that there appears to be 
some difference in public tastes in television as 
opposed to other branches of the entertainment 
industry, it becomes important to analyze why 
an audience should be more selective and more 
astute in its own home than it would be in a 
place of public gathering. Why will it accept 
tragedy, poetry, unhappy ending in the drawing 
room when it will refuse to accept it in the 
theater? The answer, I believe, lies in two 
things: The mood of the home and the native 
discrimination of the average person. 

“The simplest parallel is the actor himself. 
He is seldom the same person in the theater 
as he appears in the home. Many outstanding 
comedians who could roll them at the aisle as 
the Palace are poison at dinner. [t is as un- 
safe to expect to like the actor whose perform- 
ance you admire as it is to expect to like the 
writer whose stories you admire. 

“In the realm of ideas—and some fairly dif- 
ficult ideas, too—very simple people arrive at 
very adult conclusions in the home. And yet 
many of those same people can go out and be 
hypnotized into momentary belief in utterly 
false doctrines and foolish ideas when under the 
influence of mass suggestion. The average 
farmer, business man, mechanic or clerk has 
far sounder standards of judgment in the home 
than are ever brought into play when he is ‘out 


for the evening.’”’ 
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WELL, IT IS A NOVEL THEORY, all right, 
though hardly likely to revolutionize the indus- 
try. I'd like to point out that, if people are 
sounder at home than in the theater, the doc- 
trine applies to radio as well as to television. 
And it is borne out to a minute degree by the 
experience of the Theater Guild of the Air 
which discovered to its astonishment that the 
highest Hooperating it ever got was achieved by 
one of the weightiest of Eugene O’Neill’s trage- 
dies. — 

I’m rather fond of Miner’s theory for another 
reason.

Both sides need 50. You were 
first to play and have drawn from 
stock. What do you discard? 

Fry and Lightner believe that 
black threes are dead cards that 
clutter up your hand and should 
be discarded at the earliest op- 
portunity. Jacoby thinks it bet- 
ter to save a black three until the 
pack is worthwhile, or for use as 
a discard immediately after mak- 
ing the initial meld, thus reserv- 


ing for your partner the first 
crack at the unfrozen pack. 

Thus, though there is only a 
single card in the “ ." Fry- 
Lightner would discard one black 
three immediately; Jacoby might 
seize the opportunity to throw a 
jack or an eight, since he would 
not care if the opponents took 
such a small pack. 

With two threes, however, as in 
this hand, the question becomes 
much closer and perhaps even 
Jacoby wduld let one go immedi- 
ately in order not to have to play 
with what amounts to only a nine- 
card hand. 

Question: With only six cards 
remaining in the stock, a player 
starts to take the discard pile, 
matching its top card with a pair 
from his hand. Then he remem- 
bers that his side already has 
three red threes and the fourth 
is still in the stock. He puts back 
the top card, draws the fourth 
red three from stock, and claims 
the 800 point bonus. Is this legal? 

Answer: No. A _ player who 
touches either the stock or the 
discard pile must draw from the 
pile touched. In addition to be- 
ing prevented from changing his 
play, in the case described the 
player would be subject to a pen- 
alty deduction of 50 points from 
his score.

Shoulders.’ 
66@pOU appear to have an old 

Y hess upon very young 
| shoulders; at one moment 
to be a scampish boy and at 
another a resolute man.’—Fred- 
-erick Marryat. 

Today the allusion to “an old 
head on young shoulders” is 
usually with reference to a ser- 
ious-minded child. It implies more 
than the characteristic of studi- 
ousness, or even thoughtfulness 
oh the part of the child or youth; 
those who use the expression do 
so, perhaps more often than not, 
with the thought of some experi- 
ence of life that has made the 
young person, as it were, “old 
before his time.” 

In the exact form of “an old 
head on young shoulders” this 
saying is fairly recent, having got 
into print only in the last cen- 
tury, as in the above example 
from Marryat, the English novel- 
ist. However, the idea is not 
new, nor the allusion to such a 
combination of maturity and 
youth. In Ray’s famous collec- 
tion of “Proverbs,” published in 
1678, one finds a listing of the 
phrase, “Old head and young

ther in Shakespeare's allusion to

ATEST canasta methods are

Fry and Lightner believe that 
black threes are dead cards that 
clutter up your hand and should 
be discarded at the earliest op- 
portunity. Jacoby thinks it bet- 
ter to save a black three until the 
pack is worthwhile, or for use as 
a discard immediately after mak- 
ing the initial meld, thus reserv- 


ing for your partner the first 
crack at the unfrozen pack. 

Thus, though there is only a 
single card in the “ ," Pry- 
Lightner would discard one black 
three immediately; Jacoby might 
seize the opportunity to throw a 
jack or an eight, since he would 
not care if the opponents took 
such a small pack. 

With two threes, however, as in 
this hand, the question becomes 
much closer and perhaps even 
Jacoby wéuld let one go immedi- 
ately in order not to have to play 
with what amounts to only a nine- 
card hand. 

Question: With only six cards 
remaining in the stock, a player 
starts to take the discard pile, 
matching its top card with a pair 
from his hand. Then he remem- 
bers that his side already has 
three red threes and the fourth 
is still in the stock. He puts back 
the top card, draws the fourth 
red three from stock, and claims 
the 800 point bonus. Is this legal? 

Answer: No. A player who 
touches either the stock or the 
discard pile must draw from the 
pile touched. In addition to be- 
ing prevented from changing his 


play, in the case described the 


player would be subject to a pen- 
alty deduction. of 50 points from 
his score.

Difficult Pupil

NLY when a teacher has succeeded with a difficult pupil 
() ces she earn her degree as Teacher, cum laude. Any- 
body can teach the usual child and almost anybody does. 
Only the real teacher can teach the defective, the dull one, 
the resentful, unhappy one. That sort challenges all the 
understanding, all the ability a teacher possesses. 
Usually this pupil is a burden to his teacher. The rest of 
the class go along smoothly enough, but not he.. When it is 
time for roll call, he is missing. When the order for rapid 
dismissal comes, he is under his desk while the line is being 
formed. He is looking for his fountain pen. When a time 
test is given, he drops his pencil and disturbs three other 
children in retrieving it. He pulls down the class average. 
He is forever out of step. And, he remains a challenge to the 
teacher. 
* * 

THE FIRST THING to do is to study him. Learn why he 
is as he is and then lay plans for changing him a bit so that 
he comes closer to standard. As he is, he is more unhappy 
than his teacher, and that.is saying a good deal. When the 
teacher has a pretty clear picture of him, assisted by the 
nurse, physician, psychologist, principal and his parents, the 
program can be set. This always means a special program 
in which several teachers have a share. One classroom teacher 
cannot solve the difficulties of the odd pupil. That requires 
the united services of the school corps. 

This is the child who needs individual attention. No 
public school as organized at present can actually give indi- 
. vidual attention to such a pupil, for that would mean a teacher 
giving her whole attention to this child in each“of his various 
activities. 

We cannot afford that, but such a child can be sent to 
one class for one subject, to another for another subject, ac- 
cording to his ability in each. Some of the subjects pre- 
acribed for his grade will be omitted in his case; instead, he 
will be given special work in another field, in which he can 
acquit himself successfully. 

* * 

THE TEACHER WHO HAS this pupil in his class must 
co-ordinate his activities, keep in daily contact with him at 
every step and feel responsible for his progress or lack of it. 
H& talks to him, gives him a lift in his difficulties and stands 
his friend and adviser always. This he does because he is 
a teacher, a most useful, honorable profession which few 
understand. 

Among these odd children are many useful people, serhe 
brilliant ones. None of them should be lost for lack. of a 
teacher.

Brutal, Unsolved Kansas City Murder 


Even Biblical pea She Left as 5 Clue Couldn't Help Solve Killing of Paula Eubanks

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 16. 
HORTLY before dawn one 
morning, Clarence Balis was 
ened in his shack on an 
abandoned city dump. Someone 
was at his door. “What in hell 
are you doing there?” Balis called 
out. 

“Keep quiet if you know what’s 
good for you,” a man growled. 
“I’ve got a gun.” ~ 

“Then he raised a gun — it 


looked like a blue steel automatic - 


—and pointed it at the glass,” 
Balis related. “He asked me if [ 
was white or a Negro. He kept 
messing with my door. I asked 
him what he was doing and he 
said he was locking me in. Then 
he disappeared. 

“I could hear voices of the man 
and a woman in the shed hear my 
place. They seemed to be friends 
—called each other ‘honey.’ Then 
I heard a loud noise, as though 
someone was hit. The woman 
said: ‘Oh, honey, please don’t kill 
me.’ The man said: ‘’’m not go- 
ing to kill you. I was trying to 
see if you were still asleep.’ 

“I could hear mumbling quite 
a while. The man came back to 
my door and said, ‘I just ME 
to know if you were there.’ 
broke the glass in my door with 
his pistol and left. Then I could 
hear someone thrashing around 
and boards and junk being moved 
in the shed. I was afraid to get 
out of bed, so I stayed and kept 
quiet. 

“In a few minutes, I could see 
a man walking alone up a hill 
near my shack. When he got on 
top of the hill, I jumped out of 
bed. I could hear the motor of a 
car start. I ran up the hill to get 
the license number but he had 
disappeared. Then I went back 
down to the fruit stand on the 
corner and, I told Tony (Joe 
Arene) to c iT the lice.” 

When lice arrived, they 
searched the shed for 10 or 15 
minutes before they found the 
body of a young woman. It was 
under a large sheet of plywood, 
two garbage cans and two auto- 
mobile seat cushions. The woman, 
subsequently identified as Mrs. 
Paula Kohler Eubanks, had been 
beaten and stomped to death. 

This was not a gang killing but 
it became another in the long se- 
ries of unsolved Kansas City mur- 
ders. The date was June 26, 1947. 

Mrs. Eubanks, a pretty brunette 
with blue eyes, who was sepa- 
rated from her husband, had been 
killed in especially brutal fashion. 
Her jaw was broken in two places; 
her head was cut; the corner of 
her mouth was torn open; her 
hands and fingers were badly 
bruised; several ribs were crush- 
ed; there was a deep cut under 
her chin and bruises on her neck; 
the right auricle of her heart was 
ruptured, and her liver was brok- 
en into segments. 

The 27-year-old waltress lay 
face down, with her black dress 
and pink slip pulled up around 
her waist and her stockings down 
around her ankles. However, she 
had not been raped. 

Under her legs were a pair of 
black patent leather shoes and 
nearby lay her girdle and a .32- 
caliber bullet. Spots of blood were 
on the ground and on the walls 
of the shed. A stick spattered 
with blood and with a few strands 
of hair adhering to it was found 
on a platform a few feet from 
the body. 

x *« * 

HILE detectives were still at 
Wire scene, the owner of the 

Fairfield Hotel, where Mrs. 
Eubanks lived, reported he 
had found bloodstains on the 
porch and a black plastic purse 
and gabardine coat belonging to 
her. 

An hour or so later a young 
Mexican applied for treatment of 
a head injury at Menorah Hos- 
pital. Police already had found 
his name, Hector Mendoza, in a 
“date book” in Mrs. Eubanks’s 
purse. He told detectives he had 
been with her for several hours 
before she was murdered, but he 
knew nothing of the circum- 
stances of the killing. He said he 
had been beaten by a man who 
took her away from him. 

Mendoza rejated he had a “date” 
with Mrs. Eubanks and met her 
at the El Rancho tavern. After a 
few beers, they went to another 
tavern where a man talked to her 
two or three times. The man 
asked Mendoza if he could dance 
with Mrs. Eubanks. Mendoza said 
it would be all right with him if 
it was agreeable with her. She 
consented and danced with the 
man once or twice. Later she told 
her escort the man was an old 
friend. 

Then Mendoza and Mrs. Eu- 
banks visited several other places

—the Hula Hut, the Studio Cafe, 
Kennedy’s Cafe and finally, about 
2:30 a.m., they went to her hotel. 

They were sitting on the porch 
when a man walked up and drew 
a pistol. He told the young Mex- 
ican to raise his hands. Mrs. Eu- 
banks advised her escort to do as 
he was told. Then the man 
searched Mendoza, took nothing 
and asked his name. When Men- 
doza told him, the man said, “I 
already knew it.” 

* - * 

ITHOUT warning, Mendoza 
W continuea, the man hit him 

on the head with the butt 
of his pistol, knocking him 
down. Dazed for several min- 
utes, Mendoza got up, saw no 
one on the porch and started 
to walk away. Then he saw 
his assailant and Mrs. Eu- 
banks walking in the same block. 
Mendoza ran in the opposite di- 
rection, hailed a cab and rode to 
the home of a friend, who took 
him to the hospital. 

Mendoza described the man as 
about 37 years old, of medium 
height and build, brown hair, 
wearing a light brown suit and 
brown hat. He was not the man 
who had danced with Mrs. Eu- 
banks at the tavern. 

Dozens of suspects, including 
many police characters. who had 
met her at the Mayflower Grill, 
where she worked, were rounded 

up by police. All were paraded 
before Mendoza, with uniformly 
negative results. Forty suspects 
were given lie detector tests and 
released. (One was a hoodlum 
named Roscoe (Rubber Nose) Van 
Wick.) The search extended to 
other cities. Police took Mendoza 
to look at a suspect.in Columbia, 
Mo., but that proved negative 
also. A detective went to Indi- 
anapolis, Ind., to question a man 
there, but that, too, was non-pro- 
ductive. 

Police questioned her friends 
and acquaintances and turned up 
something intriguing. Mrs. Dora 
Ann Murrell, a waitress, employed 
in the same restaurant, related 
that about two and a half months 
earlier, Mrs. Eubanks gave her a 
list of Biblical quotations, saying 
that if anything happened to her, 
these verses would provide a clue. 
They were: 

Proverbs, 8:12; Revelation, 3«12: 
St. Matthew, 11:14; St. Matthew, 
17:10 to 14. and St. Mark, 9:13. 
Police and amateur  sleuths 
studied the Biblical references 


‘but were completely puzzled. 


Then Mendoza, who is 22 and 
an unemployed draftsman, re- 
turned to his home in Mexico 
City. Fifty to sixty pictures of 
possible suspects were sent to 
him over a period of weeks but 
he could identify none as the man 
who beat him. 

Finally, six months after the 
killing, police arrested a man 
whose description tallied closely 
with that furnished by Mendoza. 
He was Marvin Dominique, a pa- 
roled convict, who had lived near 


the city dump and had hauled | 


trash to the dump. 

But Balis, the dweller at the 
dump, failed to identify Domi- 
nique. He said he knew the sus- 
pect and was sure he was not the 
killer. Police were dissatisfied,

and distrustful of Balis, an ex- 
convict, who works as a parking 
lot attendant. They questioned 
Dominique at great length and 
he told conflicting stories of his 
whereabouts on the morning of 
the murder. Lie detector tests 
indicated he was not telling the 
whole truth. 

Police sent a full-length photvo- 
graph and a complete description 
of him to Mendoza. A _ letter 
came quickly from Mendoza say- 
ing Dominique was more like the 
man who had gone off with Mrs. 
Eubanks than anyone whose pic- 
ture he had seen. But Mendoza 
was -not positive. 

The police immediately ar- 
ranged air transportation for 
their star witness from Mexico 
City. He studied the suspect a 
long time, said his general ap- 
pearance and voice were almost 
identical with his assailant, but 
he could not be positive. Domi- 
nique denied repeatediy that he 
had anything to do with the as- 
sault on Mendoza or the murder 
of Mrs. Eubanks. Police applied 
for warrants but Prosecuting At- 
torney James Kimbrell (now out 
of office) said he could not file 
charges because Mendoza was not 
positive. Reluctantly, police re- 
leased Dominique. 

The search started all over 
again. A detective went to Cali- 
fornia to check on Mrs. Eubanks’s 
relatives there. In El Centro, 
Calif., her husband, Jesse M. Eu- 
banks, unemployed stick man in 
a dice game, said they were mar- 
ried in Little Rock, Ark., in 1937. 
They lived there and on the West 
Coast until May 1944, when she 
obtained a divorce. Eight months 
later they were remarried. —

Mrs. Mur- 
rell, who had furnished the Bib- 
lical quotations, said Paula was a 
“very sensible girl” who was well- 
liked by everyone. Another wait- 
ress, Miss Lillian Durflinger, said 
Mrs. Eubanks was “very lady- 
like” but was constantly worrying 
about her obligations and “lived 
on pills” because she was often 


in pain. She talked of going to 
Little Rock to recuperate from 
an operation and then moving 
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THE ARROW 


to Florida. She seemed anxious 
to leave Karisas City. 

Mendoza, the waitress said, was 
a regular customer in the restau- 
rant and always sat at Paula’s 
table. He tipped liberally. After 
he told her he could teach her 
to rhumba, they began going out 
often. 

More photographs were sent to 
Mendoza. Former employers of 
Mrs. Eubanks were questioned. A 
list. of paroled convicts living in 
Kansas City was studied for pos- 
sible suspects. More lie detector 
tests were given. But the murder 
remains unsolved.
